From now on a few minutes may 
make a great deal of difference in the 
way things are operated at Clarke.

We Can Handle Problem 
The committee on regulations had our 
best interests at heart, but, what is more 
important, they had the firm conviction 
that under the honor system we can 
handle this problem without conferring 
a stiffer penalty.

Might Be Penalized 


If we really can’t be in on time and 
if we’re not grown up enough to accept 
the responsibility, the Congress dele- 
gates have recommended a penalty 
which involves the loss of a permission 
every time we're late. 


We have a chance to prove that this 
recommendation need never be enforced. 
We've got to take this seriously and 
we've got to start now. Punctuality is 
an admirable virtue. We'll all be much 
happier and people who live with us in 
the future will be happier, too, if we've 
acquired this virtue. 


‘He Don’t’ Grads 
Are Not Necessary 


If yer grammar ain’t so grand, you 
might be a bit upset about one of the 
recommendations passed at the SLC 
congress and referred to the faculty 
commitee on educational policies. 


That recommendation consists of the 
following stipulations. Freshmen who 
do not do well on their entrance exam 
in the field of grammar will be required 
to take an intensified course. They 
will be given two chances to pass a 
grammar test, at the end of the first 
semester and at the end of the year.

The great- 
est influences in inspiring vocations, 
Clarkites think, are the Sisters with 
whom girls come in contact and the 
thorough understanding of what re- 
ligious life really is. 


Discourage Some Types 

If Clarke students were acting in 
an advisory capacity they would dis- 
courage certain types of girls from 
entering a religious community. These 
would include those who are afraid 
of life, who shrink from earning a 
living, who are old-fashioned in their 
outlook and who prefer to be alone. 


A sophomore summed up the gen- 
eral attitudes of Clarke students when 
she said that more people “need to 
realize that it is not because you are 
a saint that you enter the convent but 
because you hope to become a saint.”
